BERLIN, Aug! 18.— A. German of- 


ficer who until recently -was an aide 
de camp In . th,e Lille district of 
northern France has given the Over- 
seas News Agency service an account 
of his experiences during the removal 
of the civilian population from Lille, 
as it has been alluded to by the press 
It) hostile countries. ' The officer is 
quoted:

main reason for sending a 


part of the civilian population 
from Lille was that the town was 
being furiously shelled 
by the 


British, who do not show the re- 
gard- for French cities that the 
French 
artillerymen 
do, 
their 


reckless destruction 
of 
French 


houses and monuments being re- 
sented by the French civilians in 
Lille. In addition to this, there 
has been much difficulty in the 
distribution of food in the con- 
gested 
districts 
of

city.

provides for the reorganization of the 
agencies of our national defense, and 
it is with genuine reluctance that 1 
delay its becoming law by suggesting 
the elimination of one of the pro- 
visions which has been embodied in 
the very necessary and .important 
revision of the articles of war which 
Iras been added to it, 


The existing articles of war are 


undoubtedly archaic. They have not 
undergone ' comprehensive 
revision 


for more than one hundred years. 
They do not always furnish the means 
of meeting promptly and directly the 
needs of discipline under modern con- 
ditions and many contingencies now 
frequently arise in the government 
of the military forces which were 
not contemplated when the present 
code was formulated. 
The relations 


of the government of the United State 
have greatly broadened within the 
hundred years. We now have insu- 
lar possessions and national interests 
far 
away 
from 
our 
continental 


shores. 
Both the practice of arms 


and 
the theory of discipline have 


undergone many modern changes and 
a manifest need for Biicn a revision 
of these articles a^s Is here present 
hajs long existed. 
I therefore the 


•more Iceenly regret to find in tha 
proposed revision of the articles of 
•war a provision to which I cannot 
give my approval. 


ORIGINAL ACT- 
The orijrlnal . act establishing the 


retired list of the army referred to 
the 
personnel 
therein included as 


only partially retired and provided 
that all army officers should be en- 
titled to wear the uniform of bia 
grade, should be borne on the army 
register, and should be subject to the 
rules and articles of war, and to trial 
by 
general 
court-martial 
for any 


breach of these articles. By the act 
of July 24, 1376, officers of the army 
on the retired Hat were specifically 
declared to constitute a part of the 
regular army, a provision which Is 
found repeated in subsequent acts af- 
fecting the organization of the army, 
and 
other statutes enacted during 


his period made retired officers of the 
army available for certain classes 
of active duty, in time of peace with 
their consent, and In time of war 
without their consent. 
By the re- 


cently enacted National Defense Act 
. the law has been further extended so 
as to make them subject to his call 
in time of war for any kind of duty 
without 
any 
restriction 
whatever, 


Courts and attorneys-general have In 
a long line of decisions held that 
officers of the army on the retired 
Hst hold public offices. 


It thus appears that both the leg- 


islative and Judicial branches have 
drawn a sharp distinction In status 
between retired officers, who are re- 
garded and governed at all times as 
an effective reserve of skilled and 
experienced officers and a potential 
• 


sort of military strength and not 
mere pensioners from whom no fur- 
ther military service la expected. 
Officers on the retired list of the 
army are officers of the army, mem- 
bers 
of the military establishment 


distinguished by their long service, 
and as such examples of discipline to 
the officers and men in the active 
army. • Moreover, they wear the uni- 
form of the army, their education 
and service hold them out as per- 
sons especially qualified In military 
matters to represent the spirit of the 
military, and they are subject to active 
duty In time of national emergency 
by the mere order of the commander- 
In-chlcf.

army, officers of the United States 
exemplars of discipline and have In 
their keeping the good name and the 
good spirit of the entire military es- 
tablishment before the world.

cupying such a relation, the subjec- 
tion to tha rules ajid articles of war 
and to trial by general court-martial 
has always been regarded as neces- 
sary In order that the retired might 
not become a source of tendencies 
which would weaken the discipline of 
the active land forces and impair that ^ 
control over those forces which the 
Constitution vest's In the President.

military discipline which will make 
the entire organization coherent and 
effective and to engender a -spirit of 
co-operation and proper subordina- 
tion to authority which will In the 
time of war Instantly make the en- 
tire army a unit in its purpose of self- 
sacrifice and devotion to duty In the 
national 
defense. 
These purposes 


cannot 
be accomplished if the re- 


tired officers, still a. part of the mili- 
tary establishment, still relied upon 
to perform important duties, are ex- 
cluded, upon retirement, 
from 
the 


wholesome and unifying effect of this 
subjection to a common discipline. 


I am persuaded that officers upon 


the retired Hat would themselves re- 
gard as 
Invidious and unpalatable 


discrimination which in effect 
ex- 


cluded them from 
full membership 


in the profession to which they have 
devoted their lives, and of which, by 
the laws of their country, they are 
still members. 
So long as Congress 


sees fit to make the retired person- 
nel a part of the army of the United 
States the constitutionality of the 
proposed exemption of such person- 
nel from all liability under the art- 
tlcles of war is a matter of serious 
doubt, leaving the President, as It 
does, without any means sanctioned 
by statute of exercising over the per- 
sonnel thus exempted the power of 
command vested In him by the con- 
stitution. 


Convinced as I am of the unwisdom 


of this provision and of Its baneful

upon the 
desclpline of the 


army, doubting as 1 do the power of 
Congress wholly to exempt retired 
officers from the control of the Presi- 
dent, while declaring them to be a" 
part of the regular army of the United 
States.

lii the conference between the Senate and the 


House over the naval appropriation bill the pro- 
posed investigation concerning the advisability of 
additional naval academies has been eliminated. 
Representative Padgett expressed the judgment 
of the majority of the House, and probably of the 
Senate also, when ho stated that the naval acad- 
emy at Annapolis would produce as many grad- 
uates as the navy will need up to 1920.. 


This is not a sound argument, nor does'it con- 


tain any logical reason for not initiating now a 
survey of the country with a view .to providing 
Congress with expert, non-partisan, non-sectional 
advice as to the best site for an additional acad- 
emy, if one is to be provided. If the navy is not 
going out of existence in 1920 we shall need jrnore 
officers than Annapolis is now training, or can 
train in the meantime. It is the unqualified duty 
of Congress to take cognizance of the fact that it 
takes four years to make a naval officer, and con-

Professor Edwin G. Conklin has m^de an in- 


teresting, if somewhat labored, defense of Presi- 
dent Wilson against the charges that he has 
countenanced manipulation of the civil service 
rules and laws to increase Democratic patronage. 
Prof. Conklin occupies the chair of zoology at 
Princeton University, of which Mr. Wilson was. 
formerly president. In a signed letter to the 
New York Times of August 12th he asserts that 


o President has so freely consulted scientific 


societies; as to the..fitness,of prospective.ap- 
pointees; as has Mr. Wilson. He-:cites the apr 


. pointments of the .commissioner of fisheries, .the 


chief of the weather bureau and the chief chem- 
ist of the Department of Agriculture. 


The burden of Prof.- Gonklin's statement is 


that scientific societies .approve these appoint- 
ments. For the sake of argument we are quite 
ready to agree with their judgment, especially as 
to the weather bureau. A scientist at the head 


; of this service is about as useless as any other 


kind of man. The main point which the Prince- 
ton colleague of Mi-. Wilson desires to make, how- 
ever, is that the President has followed a, similar 


.-policy in selecting men for all other appointive 


positions. 
With this we disagree and at the 


same time may ignore the charges that some 
thirty thousand employees have been removed 
from civil sendee positions to make room for 
partisans.

The annual 
consumption of wheat in the United States is 
approximately 620,000,000 bushels, so that with 
the current crop and the hold over there ought to 
be about 200,000,000 bushels available for export 
this year without causing any shortage whatever.
